it is here contrasted, refers, not to Christ’s

(he received of his Father, and on account 
| of his obedience to it, his Father loved him 
sand highly exalted him, See John x. 17, 
118, Phil. ii. 8,9. It is by Christ’s righte- 
‘ ousness or his obedience, the free gift comes 
upon all men ento justification of life.—

Resolve providing for the Choice of Liectors 
of President and Vice President. 
Resolved, That on the first Monday of No- 
vember next, there shall be chosen at large 
out of the whole State, two electors of Presi- 
dent and Vice Presideut of the United States, 
and one in each District within this State, as 
is or may be limited for the choice of Repre- 


And it shail be the duty of the Selectmen ot 
the several towns and the Assessors of the 
several plantations in this State tr the man- 
ver the law directs for calling town meetings, 
to cause the inhabitants of their respective 
towns and plantations, duly qualified to vote 
for Representatives and Seuators to the Leg- 
islature of this State, to assemble on Monday 
the third day of November next, to give in 
their written votes to the Selectmen or As- 
sessors, whose duty it shall be to preside in 
such meeting for one Elector assigned to such 
District respectively, and for two Electors, to 
be chosen at large in the State as aforesaid, 
not being Senators or Representatives, or per- 
sons holding any office of trust or protit un- 
der said United States. And the said Select- 
men or Assessors, or the major part of them, 
shall in open tewn meeting sert and count 
the votes, and form a jist of the persons voted 
for, with the number of votes tor each per 
son, against his name ; and shall make a pub 
lic declaration thereof in said meeting, and 
shall, in presence of said mhabitants, seal up 
copies of said list, and transmit the same to 
the office of the Becretary of the State, on or 
before the twentieth day of November next, 
at which time it shall be the duty of the Goy- 
ernor and Council to be im session, who shail 
exatnine said returns and determine and de- 
clare who is elected by a majority of the votee 
in said Districts respectively, and in case an 
Elector shall not be chosen in any Distriet by 
a majority of votes, or in case the two elec- 
tors to be chosen at large or either of them 
shall not have a majority of votes, it shall be 
the duty of the Governor and Council to as- 
certain from the retarns of votes the person 
who shall have the highest number of votes 
in such District, or the person or persous who 
shall have the highest oumber of votes in the 
State at large, and to declare such person in 
any such District, and the person or persons 
at Jarge having such plurality of votes to be 
duly elected.

We .cannot permit this opportunity to 
pass without giving uiterance to our feel- 
ings on the subject of the want of preach- 
ers. There is a great and constant call 
for them. While the preachers of endless 
wrath are almost as numerous in the com- 
munity as were the frogs in Egypt, it is a 
well attested tact, that there are not enough 
preachers of a free and sure salvation to 
supply the present wants of the people.— 
This is mentioned as an incentive to young 
men of requisite qualifications to enter in- 
to the work of the ministry, We pray for 
men who love truth; men who will tarn 
their backs upon all worldly policy, and 
make a full declaration of the gospel of 
God the paramount Jabor of lite. What 
employment is there more honorable, more 
sseful and more pleasing? There is in- 
deed to be met the opposition which an 
arrogant and hypocritical priesthood can 
raise against you; but who would not be 
willing to suffer this, if he could possess 
“joy unspeakable and full of glory,” and 
the soul’s calm consciousness of reciitude? 
The circumstances of the community call 
loudly for competent men to come forward 
and join in the combat of truth against er- 
ror. In the religious world, things are 
turned upside down. Error passes for 
truth, irreligion for religion, and flight for 
darkness. What men are accustomed to 
call religion is the cause of discord rather 
than harmony, and of unspeakable misery 
rather than unspeakable joy. That which 
was designed to enlighten and comfort 
them, is the source of all their principal 
deceptions and sorrows.
